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Aggressions on the South. 

At the date of the udoption of the Federal 
Constitution, Liberty was not only the hope 
of every patriot and the prayer of every 
Christian, bat the personal care of every man 
within the area of the country to which that 
Constitution applied. There was no where & 
desire to extend the institution of slavery. 
Its continuance was tolerated as a necessity 
which could not be removed with safety ei- 
ther to blacks or whites ; but the statesman 
who had dared to make it the corner-stone of 
his political system, the preacher who had at- 
tempted to prove its rightfulness trom the 
gospels, or the enthusiast who had declared it 
the groundwork of civilization and a neccs“ 
sary element in healthful human progres, 
‘would have been silenced by the indignant 
remonstrances which would have met him on 
every side. The policy of the Gov- 
ernment favored.and partook of the views 
of the people. The Ordinance of 1787 was 
ratified anew, and the country entered upon 
the experiment of constitutional self-govera- 
meat, confident that the curse was restricted 
to the States and their territorial possessions 
in which it then existed, and that liberal 
legislation and the growing susceptibility of 
all men to the sacredness of human rightr, 
would, in good time, eradicate it and leave 
every man, woman and child under the tolds 
of the American flag, by the bles-ing of God, 
yamu! The territorial possessioas of the 
country were then all cast of the Mississippi ; 
and north of the Ohio all were consecrat-d 
to freedom, before the Constitution was 
adopted, and by the act (f Jeffersou himself. 

Since that time, public opinion, chiefly 
through the decadence of the liberty-loving 
sentiment, has undergone a deep and unbap- 
py charge; and that change, faithfully re- 
flected in the policy of our successive rulers, 
has no where such a history as in the record 
of our territorial affairs. We acquired Lou- 
isiana in 1804, upon the over-ruling law of 
necessity, but without constitutional warrant. 
Then,even at that carly day, the humane exam- 
ple of the Revolutionary Fathers was disre- 
garded, and the pretended aggressions of the 
North upon the South commenced. Let us 
see how that charge of aggression is main- 
tained. Orleans Territory was established 
and Slavery permitted by the aid of Northern 
men, immediately after the acquisition. Lou- 
isiana; the State organized ont of that Terri- 
tory, was admitted into the Union with Slave- 
ry. Arkansas and Missouri, both organized 
out of the purchased area, are, by Northern 
votes, both Slave States. The subsequent ac- 
quisition of Florida, made by Northern con- 
sent, gave us another Slave State. We an- 
nexed Texas by Northern votes, and spent 
one hundred millions, which the North appro- 
priated, for ber defence against Mexico. Tex- 
as is to-day a Slave State; and the G veru- 
ment has stipulated that she may be divided 


and sub-divided, as ber population increases, 
un ill ber area contains four more Slave States. 


This stipulation was wrung from the fears of 
Northern men. In the mean time, what bas 
the Nocth gained? Iowa and Minnesota have 
been organized out of the acquired po-ses- 
sions from France—two Free States to three 
Slave States. In the war with Mexico, Cali- 
fornia was acquired, that, as t to Fier- 
ida, is free, but in spite of the op- 
position and loud threats of the Sou We 
have Oregon by the right of discovery and 
possession ; that is tree also. To sum up: 
Out of the acquired territory, the South by 
Northern votes, has organized or will organ- 
ize nine Slave States, while out of the same 
territory, the North has orgafized four Free 
States. Where is the aggression? ? 

The country commenced its carter with 
an anti-slavery policy ; in obedience to the 
South that was changed. We were warned 
against territorial acquisition and wars of 
aggression and conquest; to mollify the 
South all our acquisitions have been made, 
and in the service of the South the Mexican 
war was begun and carried on. We had a 
& fugitive slave law that was at least decent 
in its provisions ; that has been supplanted 
by an unnecessarily barbarous enact- 
ment. We endeavored to repair our 
losses of influence and territory by the 
Missouri Compromise line ; Douglas was pow- 
erful enough to obliterate that and give 
slavery an unlimited range. We had a gov- 
erament that permit ted its officers to remon- 
strate agalust the wrongs and barbarisms of 
human chattlehood ; the federal official that 
does so now loses his head. We hada Pul- 
pit that did its duty alike to God and man; 
the pensioned dispensers of the gospel, in the 
service of the South, justify Slavery to-day 
from the Bible iteelf! We had a Supreme 
Court that leaned to Freedom and mercy ; it 
has beeneucceeded by that junta of small 
politicians that pronounced judgment in the 
case of Dred Scott. We had Liberty as the 
rule and the memories of the Revolution as 
an inheritance ; we have Slavery as the law 
and national ignominy asour reward. These 
are the “ aggressions of which the North 
has been guilty. Only one other step need 
be taken—one more “aggression ” devis- 
ed and executed—and Slavery, with all 
the devile which it has engendered, is free 
to make « lodgment in all the States— 
Illinois and Massachusetts as now in Georgia 
and Virginia. Northern aggression upon the 
South is but another name for Northern ser- 
vility, by aid of which the North has long 
been insulted, outraged and betrayed. __ 

In the Grasp of Gravitation. 

Our readers must bave noticed with amaze- 
ment the course of Douglas aad bis organs 
since they failed to brew a quarrel between 
the enemies of slavery propagandism in the 
Central and those in the Northern counties of 
the State. It was an untoward circumsiance, 
as political things run, that Negro Equality, 
or the course of the comet, or some other 
question germane to the issues of the con- 
met would not serve him for a wedge to chip 
off a portion of the vote preparing to turn 
his vast talents into the narrow limits of a 
home mission. A year ago be undertook the 
job of reviling the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence with the hope of getting Mr. Lincola 
to take the affirmative of the question and 
thereby assume the odium, if Douglas could 
fix tt upon him, of endeavoring to bring 
about the social and political equality of the 
white and black races in Illinois. Mr. 
Lincoln did take the affirmative, and 
aid defend the grand utterauce of the 
fathers that all men are created equal, and 
that they are inalienably endowed with the 
rights of life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. Since then all the energies of Doug- 
las, his friends, bis press, his army of toadies, 
have been directed to transferring the odor 
of Amalgamation and all sorts of Africanism 
from his own garments to those cf his antag- 
onist.. The happy logical sequence that be- 
cause a white man does not want a black 
woman for « slave or a mistress, bis objec- 
tions can only rise from a des re to marry 
her, has been drummed in the unwilling ears 
of the people till a vigorous reaction bas 
sprung sheer public disgust. No better 
evidence of this is needed than the sudden 
and surprising change of tune on the part of 
the Douglas organ-grinders. Yesterday they 
were in full chorus with the refrain of Negro 
Hguality and Deterioration of the White 
Race ; to-day they are chiming the hymns of 
Abolition, and making Lincoln a slave driver 
of the order of Legree.

years. It would appear that the tail of pe 
comet now visible is not as long as thiét of pre- 
vious ones. The tail of the comet of 1853 was 
90,000,000 miles long, and that of 1811, 132,- 
000,000 miles. All fears of a collision with the 
planetary bodies have been dissipated by the ac- 
curate observations of astronomers. It has 
been ascertained that comets are transparent 
bodies of luminous vapor, which teke their 
brightness from the sun; and so far from affect- 
ing the planets when they come into their neigh- 
borhood, it was shown nearly a century ago 
that a comet entering within the orbit of the 
moons of Jupiter was held ia suspension for 
four months, and its course arrested. The speed 
of comets varies; but their velocity increases 
considerably as they approach the sun, and their 
motion grows slower as they recede into space. 
One comet has been known to travel round the 
sun at the rate of 212 in a second. The dis- 
tance which they recede from the sun is some- 
times enormous, having reached in one instance 
seventy thousand four hundred millions miles, 
requiring a period of nearly nine hundred thou- 
sand years to travel that distance and back

raged that we concluded to see what we could 
do in the way of a demonstration. We suc- 
ceeded beyond anything we had hoped for — 
compelling our opponents to admit that we 
made the finest display ever before witnessed 
in little Scott. Our procession was one and a 
half miles in length, and, with the flags end 
banners waving in the breeze, presented 
really a beautiful appearance. A far greater 
number of persons were in attendance than at 
the Douglas meeting 6 month ago, or at any 
other ‘political gathering that ever before as- 
sembled in the county, The number was un- 
doubtedly increased by the fact of our having a 
barbecue, which was also a great success —having 
enough for all and to spare, ‘‘ Old Abe“ com- 
menced his speech about two o’clock, and en- 
chained his large audience for over two hours, 
as only he can.
